South Hungary 
Revolt Revealed 
As Trial Opens

LONDON, July 16.— (BUP) — 
The German Trans-Ocean agency 
revealed today that a revolt swept 
scuthern Hungary late last Janu- 
ary and that the trial of those 
considered responsible—apparent- 
ly public officialsk—was now in 
progress. 

A Trans-Ocean dispatch from 
Budapest, broadcast by the German 


radio and recorded by British 
United Press, 
quoted the Hun- 
garian premier 
Von Kallay, as 
Saying that 2,550

CRITICAL SITUATION 


Russian dispatches said the most 
critical situation of the war had de- 
veloped there in the vast treeless 
steppes—a plain barren of natural 
obstacles and perfect for tank op- 
erations. 

There were indications the fierce 
upsurge of fighting was spreading 
over more hundreds of miles of the 
battlefront. Dispatches from the 
Bryansk, area, .220 miles southwest 
of Moscow and 230 miles northwest 
of Voronezh, said a “more serious 
struggle” was impending. 

No details on operations there 
at the juncture of the old battle 
line and the new Axis bulge to 
the southeast were given. It was 
the first word from the Bryansk 
sector in 10 days. 


At Voronezh, key to the German |

A Winnipeg man has the distinction of 
being the first person in Canada to be con- 
victed of hoarding groceries. He had ap- 
parently converted his basement into a 
warehouse and accumulated enough can- 
ned goods to start a store. 

That he is the only person in Canada 


guilty of carrying foresight to this unpat- 
riotic length is not to be supposed, and 
there may be others whose hoardings 
would make his look like supplies bought 
for a week-end picnic. But it was his mis- 
fortune to be brought to account—a risk 
which every hoarder runs, and which it is 
to be hoped will overtake all the others. 

Without denying that mercy should 
Season justice, there are many offences 
where the seasoning should be more gen- 
erously dispensed. Hoarding supplies in a 
time of national scarcity and peril is so 
closely akin to treason that the distinction 
has to be explained. There have been 
plenty of official admonitions against that 
sort of thing, and plenty of warnings that 
the severe penalties provided in the law 
will be imposed upon offenders. 

In the nature of things, it is impossible 
that all hoarders can be caught. But, also 
in the nature of things, the heavier the 
punishment that is handed out to those 
who are caught the fewer will dare to take 
the risk. Those who are faithfully obey- 
ing the regulations have a right to expect 
that deliberate violators will be dealt with 
as saboteurs, 


Those Ships Should Be Fighting 


M. Laval rejected proposals of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt that the Vichy warships at 
Alexandria be removed to an American 
port, to a neutral port, or to Martinique, 
under guarantee that they would be re- 
stored to France at the end of the war. 
Laval insists that they be left at Alex- 
andria or allowed to proceed to a nearby 
French port—meaning a port under Vichy 
control, of course, 

The reasons for the rejection of the 
President’s suggestions are obvious. Laval 
wants the ships kept where Hitler would 
have some chance of getting them if he 
should be successful in his attack on 
Egypt; or moved to a port where they 
could be turned over to the Fuehrer when- 
ever he demanded them. 

Washington has made clear that neith- 
er of these things is going to happen. 
Should Alexandria be imperilled, the ships 
will be either destroyed or removed be- 
yond the reach of Vichy and Adolf. 

As the ships have to be disposed of 
against Laval’s wishes, the logical thing 
to do would be to rearm them and turn 
them over to the Fighting French. Vichy, 
having rejected proposals for their safe- 
keeping, has no longer any rightful claim 
on them. It is henceforth none of M. 
Laval’s business what becomes of them, 
and he need not be consulted as to what 
is to be done with them. 

Those ships do not belong to the Pe- 
tain cabinet, and never did. They are the 
property of the people of France, and 
should be fighting for their liberty. 


Why Not War Bonds? 


Discussion of the income tax proposals 
in the new budget has been deferred until 
other and subsequent sections of the bill 
are dealt with. The inference drawn at 
Ottawa is that some changes are to be 
made in these provisions. 

One change could be made without de- 
feating the purpose of the taxation, and 
which would make the scheme more con- 
sistent; in respect to the deductions a 
taxpayer is allowed to make from the re- 
fundable portion of his tax. He is allowed 
to subtract from the “compulsory sav- 
ings” levy the amount which he pays dur- 
ing the year on the principal of a mort- 
gage on his home, the amount he pays to 
to a pension fund, and the amount he pays 
as premiums on life insurance—within 
fixed limits, of course. 


Why should he not be allowed to de- 


duct the amount he has paid for war 
bonds or savings certificates? Making 
these investments is “saving” in every 


sense of the term; quite as real as paying 
off part of a mortgage, paying for a pen- 
sion, or buying life insurance. The tax- 
payer in buying these securities cuts down 
the amount of his spendings and thus 
helps to prevent inflation. And the money 
goes directly into the war chest. 

There is no apparent reason why a 
person should be descriminated against 
for putting his savings into war bonds 
and savings certificates, as against an- 
other person who uses his surplus earn- 
ings to pay off a mortgage, secure him- 
self a pension, or carry life insurance— 
excellent as these alternative investments 
are.

If the commission can put 
continuity into the operation of the ship- 
yards, it might be worth while to give it 
a roaming assignment to undertake the 
like duty wherever production is stopped, 
or threatened with stoppage, by disagree- 
ments between employers and employees, 


Means have been provided to adjust 
such disagreements without either party 
interrupting or slowing down the output 
of supplies. But providing the machinery 
for peaceful adjustment has not been 
enough. Perhaps what is needed is a 
standing authority which can take the 
law to, any locality, and investigate and 
Settle disputes without delay.

United States parity prices, econ- 
omic freedom and equal prosper- 
ity with all other industries. 


In Canada 
In 1935, Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King received the great- 
est majority of votes ever ac- 


corded to any leader in our his- 
tory under the banner, “make 
money your servant and not 
your master.” 


The Bank of Canada was es- 
tablished as a_publicly-owned 
institution and its policy was 
annouced thus: 

“Currency and credit in terns 
of public need.” 

This high-sounding policy, so 
overwhelmingly endorsed by the 
people of Canada, has never 
been put into effect. It has never 
been implemented. 

Why? 

Canadians have been charged 
the highest interest rates that 
prevail anywhere in the Eng- 
lish-speaking world. 

Contrary to law, Alberta has 
been boycotted by morigaye 
companies for home-building 
since 1929. The Dominion Hous- 
ing Act, which is not in any way 
subject to provincial laws, sim- 
ilar to loans made by the Do- 
minion Farm Loan Board, was 
never permitted to operate in 
Alberta because the mortgage 
companies absolutely dominate 
the policies of Dr. Clark, deputy 


minister of finance, who directs 
the Dominion Housing Act. 

It is time to end these abuses, 
It is time to demand an end to 
the so-called “sound money” 
policy which is nothing but a 
ruinous high interest rate policy 
that for years has caused un- 
necessary hardship and now is 
retarding the war effort of Can- 
ada’s most vital war industry— 
farming. 

More than that, it is time to re- 
view the entire debt picture of 
Canada. 

The Dominion Government 
plans, quite properly, to take 
over al] earned money, above 
the barest living expenses, for 
war purposes. 

This is an essential measure of 
total taxation for total war. 

It cannot be avoided and the 
Canadian people are prepared to 
submit to the sacrifice. 

But what will happen to pri- 
vate debt under these circum- 
stancés? Obviously no individ- 
ual can surrender all his earnings 
to the Dominion Government's 
war chest and pay debts as 
well, since one dollar, by no feat 
of legerdemain, can be made to 
do the work of two. 

The entire debt structure of 
the country must be carefully 
considered. Surely it is not the 
intention of Ottawa to convert 
us into a nation of bankrupts 
in the process of winning the 
war.

in a manner painful to our na- 
tional vanity. It has left a bad 
taste in millions of mouths. 

And many of us are doubt- 
less prepared to ask for penal- 
ties on the officers whose bad 
judgment and insufficient use of

back on our heels at Pearl Har- 
bour. But we shall make a mis- 
take, if we think that disciplin- 
ing two unfortunate men will re- 
move an evil that is not so 
much professional as part of hu- 
man nature. 
Experience 

In order ‘to make this clear, it 
is necessary to go through the 
perfunctory business, so like a 
brass hats,

it, 


A brass hat is a person of 


some experience in a position of | 


some authority, who sets a 
higher value on experience than 
on ability or intelligence. 
one who lives long enough can 
have experience, but it does not 
follow that one learns from it. 
The luckless commanders in Ha- 
waii clearly had the brass hat 
complex, for they were unwill- 
ing to take into consideration 
anything that was not in their 
own experience, Théy had risen 


to the tops of their respective 
trees by refusing to expect the 
unexpected. And a desperate and 
treacherous act which had only 
a ten percent chance of success 
came within an ace of hundred 
percent success, because these 
officers, probably early in their
